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\W JEATHER experts are generally agreed 
that this Summer will be more 
pleasant than many of the past seasons 
we care to remember. They expect warmth 
and sunshine, and in their timidity to an- 
ticipate the whims of the weather they 
mention local showers—whatever local 
showers may be. Still, one feels glad that 
in the reperts of their observations there 
is a note of optimism replacing the or- 
dinary one of dire pessimism, on which 
weather experts usually like to dwell.

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Basque “People. 


It seemed to me that of all the strangers 
who gathered in Dublin at the end of 
last month the Basque football players 
were those whom I met most frequently in 
the streets. They were easily distinguished 
by their dark berets—not, indeed. that 
there is anything unusual about a beret, 
but because they were worn with an air 
that usually is lacking in those who still 
favour the Basque headgear in this 
country.” Whenever I met those strangers 
I was struck by the great interest that 
they showed in the city. Their expressions 
were cheerily alert, and they talked all the 
time. . 

Many years ago an Irishman sojourned 
awhile among the Basque people, and he 
recorded his impressions in a book that is 
entrancing to this day, though it 1s a 
very long time since he wrote it. He was 
full of praise for those cheery people, who, 
he said, were courageous, and gay ™ 
larks—honest, innocent and amiable. He 
was delighted with their honesty, and 
spoke of the way in which he could leave 
knapsacks and teleseopes lying about with 
perfect confidence that they would not be 
“T never,” he wrote, “saw a 
drunken or a quarrekome man.” This 
was written many years ago, but. quite 
recently a famous American novelist wrote 
in praise of the Basque people, . among 
whom she lived for a while after the Great 
War. It is to be hoped that our Basque 
visitors will have as good an account to 
give of the folk whom they meet over 


here. 


A Cork Railwau. 


Our Southern Correspondent has re- 
ferred to the Cork, Blackrock and Passage 
Railway, which has discontinued its 
services beyond Monkstown. The railway, 
when originally constructed, only ran as 
far as Passage West, which at that time 
was famous for its ship-repairing docks. 
The line was of a very broad gauge. Some 
years after its construction the directors 
decided.that the gauge was too broad, and 
accordingly reduced it to one which—l 
speak from memory—is somewhere about 
three feet. This was an unfortunate 
gauge, as it prevented the line from linking 
up with the other systems of standar' 
gaugé. * The Cork terminus of the Passage 
railway is only a short distance from the 
Bandon 4ine, and it could have shared in 
the advantages with its neighbour of being 
linked up with the Great Southern system 
for goods services by the Cork City Rail- 
way. 

Incidentally, I wonder how many of my 
readers know that the Irish railways have 
a broader gauge than the British railways. 
The British gauge is 4 feet 84 inches, 
while the Irish gauge is 5 feet 3 inches. 
The. wider gauge was considered more 
advisable for this country on account of 
the softer soil. 


Ghe Grafic Officer.

Golf Caddies at the University. | 


It seems a far ery from golf caddy to 
university undergraduate, ~.Yet it seems 
that the Western Amateur Golf Associa- 
tion, of Americajas going fo choose every 
year three perfect caddies”’ and send 
them to college. Good acadethic work by 
three caddies who are now attending the 
North-Western University. in Chicago 
prompted the idea, and im future three 
caddies will enter the institution on one- 
year scholarships provided by the income 
from a trust fund of the Golf Association. 
Every club affiliated will be permitted to 
nominate its perfect caddy. This idea 
hardly tallies with the views recently ex- 
pressed by a South African professor, 
whose dictum was that undergraduates 
should learn hew to spend £1,000 a year, 
and that the universities should teach 
them how to do so. Such a training, he 
said, . gives a man an appreciation of 
values, and in the end makes him a better 
citizen. Professor Greig, who is head of 
the Department of. English at the Univer- 
sity of Witwaters:+.4.), went on to remark 
that in his undergraduate days in Glasgow 
there was a saying that, whereas the 
Scottish universities taught men to earn 
£1,000 a year, Oxford and Cambridge 
taught them to spend £1,000 a year. At 
that time, he thought it a compliment. to 
the Scottish universities, but to-day he was 
convinced that these two functions of a 
university should be combined. 


Copyrights. 


Few people would imagine that a letter 
writen almost 150 years ago is copyriyht 
in Great Britain to-day. Yet I notice 
in this year’s issue of that interesting pub- 
lication, dear to the heart of all Scots- 
men, the “ Burns Chronicle,” that the 
text of a letter written by Robert Burns 
to Bruce Campbell, the cousin of James 
Boswell, Dr. Johnton’s friend, cannot be 
given, because the owner of the manuscript 
has copyright. The letter, in which Burns 
included some verses, was written in the 
hope of getting an introduction to Bos- 
well, and in a flattering manner he says 
that his acquaintanceship with the great 
man “‘ would be handed down to his pos- 
terity as one of the honours of their an- 
cestor.”” Johnson had been dead four 
years at the time, but Boswell had cap- 
tured some of his manner. The letter 
came into his hand and he endorsed it: 

“13 November, 1788. .Mr. Robert 
Burns, the poet, expressing very high 
sentiments of me!” 

The editor of the “ Burns Chronicle ” 
adds a note at the foot of the article: 
Query—Is there a copyright in Great 
Britain to-day in a letter written 143 years 
ago?

SCHOOL INSPECTION AT 


SKERRIES. 


At a meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Health yesterday, the report of Dr. G. A. 
Harbison, the County «Medical Officer of 
Health, stated that during the month of 
June the incidence of infectious disease had 
been comparatively low. ‘The report also re- 
marked that. in several parts of the county 
huts and sheds had been erected without per- 
mission from anyone, save the owner of the 
land. In view of the situation at Port- 
marnock, he recommended the adoption of 
bye-laws regulating tents, vans and sheds. 

Dealing with the School Medical Service 
at Skerries, where 110 boys and 114 girls 
had been examined, Dr; Harbison’s report 
showed that he found defective teeth in 
43 boys and 34 girls; diseased tonsils and 
adenoids, 11 “boys and 22 girls; defective 
vision, 9 boys, 8 girls; malnutrition, 18 boys, 
55 girls; uncleanliness, 34 boys, 74 bui 
anaemia, ó boys, 9 girls; heart disease, 1 
hoy, 2 girls; bronchitis, 3 boys. 1 girl; 
suspected pulmonary T.B., 2 girls; defective 
clothing and footgear, 26 boys, 14 girls. 
Twenty-seven of the children inspected were 
found to be unvaccinated, 

It was decided to authorise Dr. Harbison 
to take steps to further encourage the at- 
tendance of children’s parents at school 
medical examinations, as, in the past. they 
had been particularly lax in this matter. ©

THE CHATTER OF THE QUAYS. 
Tonnage seemed to be the chief topic of 
conversation when our Correspondent strolled 
mie dy quays—the subject, no doubt, being 
inspired by the size of the visiting liners. ‘It 
was not surprising to find that a certain 
amount of confusion arose over the difference 
between registered and gross tonnage, since 
the word “ton,” in connection with siips, 
refers to space instead.of weight. Gross ton: 
nage indicates the numbers. of 100 cubic feet 
inside the hull, while registered tonnage refers 
only to the space capable of earning freight. 
The registered tonnage of a liner, in con- 
sequence, gives one @ false idea of her size, 
owing to the fact that the space occupied 
by the crew of 600 odd, to say nothing of 
the huge engine-room accommodation, can- 
not be included in the total. For this reason 
the gross tonnage of the liners is invariably 
quoted. 

Little incidents happen on the quays of 
the river every day which, were they to 
occur in O'Connell street, not only would 
collect a crowd, but, possibly, might create 
alarm. When the German steamer . ó's: 
of Hamburg, casually entered the Liffey 
irom the Continent, with general cargo, and 
berthed at the North Wall, a crowd of men 
rushed down the quay, and, with military 
precision, “fell in” two deep. Curiosity 
overcame the first inclination of our Cor- 
respondent to beat a hasty retreat, and 
caused him to make inquiries. ‘* They are 
mustering for ‘the read,’*’ answered a by- 
stander, in response to the question. Further 
investigation revealed the fact that the 
company had no warlike intentions, but was 
merely a gathering of stevedores, from which 
the foreinan picked the men be requirtd in 
order to discharge the vessel,

HOW IT WOULD BE FORMED. 

The marine lake would be formed by a 
dam from Sutton’ Cross to the north-east 
corner of the Bull Island, which would be 
over three-quarters of a mile long, and carry 
a roadway continuing on the sea side of the 
Bull Island to the North Bull Wall, where 
it would join the existing road, 

The clear sea water will enter the lake 
through a series of large automat cally 
operated sluice gates. These will be similar 
to the gates used on all the big world-famous 
barrages.. They will equal those at Sarda 
Canal in the United Province of India; 
those at Khami River Dam, Bulawayo, 
Rhodesia, and at Oliphant River Dam, South 
Africa, and in dimension will compete with 
the Nizam Sagar Barrage in India. 

At the Dollymount end’ of the lake there 
will be a discharge of surplus water into 
Dublin Harbour. *Phis disc ree will allow 
a much better scour to the harbour and bar 
than at present exists. Improvements can 
always be carried out on the, land side of 
the lake. When the formation of the em- 
bankment at Sutton is complete, posstbly the 
extension of Greater Dublin may result. 

The Corporation can, it is understood, 
acquire some 400 acres of the most beautiful 
building sites available anywhere in Ireland, 
along with the residence of ' St, Anne’s.”’ 

A fundamental part of the marive lake 
project will, of course, be the clearence of 
all sewerage from Dollymount to Sutten.

LEADERS’ GRAVES. 


The graves of the leaders in the 1916 
Rising (who were interred at Arbour Hill) 
have now been positively identified through 
the assistance of Mr, Jerome O'Connell, who 
was in charge of the Irish Military Lands 
records prior to the truce, 

For some time a doubt has existed as to 
the order in which they were buried, but it 
now appears that when Mr. O'Connell was 
making an identification survey of the 
cemetery in 1918 the position of the graves 
was pointed out to him by the prison 
sergeant-major, who stated that after the 
executions he had caused a numbered brick 
to be placed at the head of each of the 
fourteen leaders in order of burial, and had 
kept a corresponding list of the. names.

Apatt from the possibility of a British 
tariff on Trish store cattle, the outlook, in 
the opinion of leading cattle traders, is not 
so gloomy. Trade for fat cattle is not bad, 
but the periodical fall in the price of stores 
has started earlier than usual. Home buyers 
are slowest in doing business, because they 
are afraid they may have in certain eventu- 
alities, to pay a tax of £2 per beast in Eng- 
land, while there are some Englishmen who 
will not buy: for patriotic reasons. 

Though prices are not encouraging at the 
moment, it should be remembered that they 
would fall anyhow, but if a tariff be imposed 
it will put Irish stock-farmers out of business, 
and their share of the British market will be 
taken by meat from Canada and the Argen- 
tine, which are only waiting for the oppor- 
tunity. 

Another fact to be borne in mind is the 
exceptionally low price of lambs. As long 
as consumers can get lamb at a lower price 
than beef the demand for beef will he limited. 

Moreover, stock-feeders in England . and 
Scotland have been so badly hit by the de- 
pression that they cannot afford to purchase 
stock. Some Free State stock farmers are in 
a similar position. The feeling of uncertainty, 
together with the depression, is the canse of 
the present situation, 

The only thing that does appear certain 
is that any tariff on Free State live stock 
will have to be paid by the farmers of this 
country in the form of reduced prices. 
Exporters could not afford to pass the in- 
creased cost on to buyers in Great Britain. 

The above are the opinions of a prominent 
cattle trader. 

Another leading trader declared that he 
was not pessimistic about the matter, ‘‘ The 
prospect,” he admitted, ‘‘is not bright, but 
I do not think that things are going to be 
any worse than they are at present. Trade 
generally seems to be picking up a bit, and 


I think that in the course of a few weeks 


we may reasonably expect a slight improve- 
ment. People are inclined to get panicky 
over these matters, and I do not think there 
is any reason for it. 

“At a time like this farmers are inclined 
to rush their stock to the market, and they 
should not do this if they want to prevent a 
complete collapse. I .think,”’ added my in- 
formant, ‘‘there will be a pood d o 
negotiation before anything like a tariff is 
imposed. i 

SELLING BEST HEIFERS. 

A Munster cattle trader, when asked for his 
views, remarked thaí one cause of the recent 
slump in cattle was the spell of exceptionally 
warm weather Súil sesón, N in June, not only 
in Ireland, but also in England, where there 
is a shortage of grass, He pointed out to me 
that at Birkenhead market this week, while 
TLL Canadian fat cattle were sold, two-thirds 
of the Irish cattle on offer were not sold. 
In his opinion, if Free State farmers had the 
right sort of stock for Great Britain, their 
cattle would sell, but the policy of selling 
their best heifers is reducing the source of 
supply, In County Limerick ices are 
obtained for heifer calves which leave the 
country, and then people wonder why the 
improvement in live-stock which has been

In the nine days which may be said to 
comprise the Congress period the Great 
Southern Railway carried to and from Dublin 
no fewer than 300,000 passengers.

James MacMahon and Mr. P. J. Brady, 
directors; Mr. P. J. Floyd, traffic manager;

For three months in advance their coupany 
had been organising the business of the con- 
veyance to the Congress and the return of 
pilgrims to their homes.

Many special trains were run on aatinesday, 
Thursday, Friday and Saturday. On Wednes- 
day there were five special trains. (On 
Thursday eleven specials were run for the 
men’s ag in the Park, For the women's 
meeting on Friday twelve specials were pro- 
vided, and on the Saturday for the children’s 
meeting eighteen specials ran. 


SUNDAY’S PEAK. 


On the Sunday morning of the High Mass in 
Pheenix Park thirty-eight special trains were 
run to Kingsbridge, twenty-two to the Broad- 
stone terminus, twelve to Harcourt street, 
and about twenty to Westland Row Station, 
conveying coastal, cross-Channel and overseas 
passengers from the liners in Dublin Bav. |! 
is estimated that 37,500 people were brought 
to Kingsbridge on Sunday, 20,000 to Broad. 
stone, 10,000 to Harcourt street, and 12,000 
travelled to Westland Row. On Wednesday 
2,000 people were brought, on Thursday 6,000, 
on Friday 8,000, and on Saturday 10,000. In 
the previors week the company carried on an 
average 7,000 passengers a day to the metro 
pohs.

£8.790. The Committee of Reference recom- 
mended that the first duty of the hospitals 
was to set aside a sum which the Committee 
of Reference considered necessary for what 
they called the Endowment Fund, taking into 
consideration the probable loss in grants and 
Subscriptions, The Endowment Fund in the 
case of Waterford would, in the Committee's 
opinion, be £75,000, which, invested at 5 per 
eent., would produce £3,750 per annum.

When a process based on a hire-purchase 
agreement, executed in the Free State, but 
bearing a Northern [reland. stamp, was 
brought before. Carndonagh Civil . Bill 
District Court, by Mr. . D. White, 
solicitor, on behalf of the plaintiffs, the 
Remington Typewriter Company, District 
Justice Walsh pointed out that the practice, 
on the interpretation of the Double Taxation 
Order and of the Double Taxation Relief 
Act, appeared to be at variance in the Free 
State and in Northern Ireland. 

The effect of conflicting Court decisions 
was, he said, that Northern Ireland and 
Brit sh stamps could be, and were being, to 
@ large extent used on Free State documents, 
to the loss of Free State revenue, while, in 
the face of Mr. Justice Megaw's judgment 
in the Northern High Court, nobody would 
be foolish enough to use a Free State stamp 
on a document which might have to be sued 
on in a Northern court. 

Accordingly, he would adjourn the case 
to enable the document to be lodged with the 
stamp authorities in Dublin, in order that 
they might adjudge it duly stamped, if, in 
fact, it was so 

Mr. White said that there might be some 
difficulty in getting this done. 

The Justice replied that that might be 
so. It would certainly involve inconvenience 
on the piaintiffis; but, if these people chose 
to use external stamps on Free State trans- 
actions, to the loss of our revenue, they 
could not éxpect the Free State Courts to 
go out of their way to convenience them.

Two revolvers, a Service rifle and a num-

in the Dublin District Court yesterday, when 
a well-dressed young man, Gerald Dempsey, 
of ley’s terrace, Donore avenue, Dublin. 
was put in the dock ee under the Fire- 
arms Act with the illegal possession of fire- 


arms. 

In addition to the revolver, rifle and 73 
rounds of ammunition, the prisoner was 
charged with the illegal possession of a Luger 
attachment and also a wooden attachment for 
a revolver. 7 

Mr. Hannan asked him whether he wished 
for an adjournment of the case in order to 
be legally represented. He replied that he 
was indifferent whether the case went on 
or not. i 

Mr. Hannan—Would you prefer an ad- 
journment ? 

The defendant—I do not recognise the 
authority of the Court to try me on such a 
charge as this. These arms are the property 
of the Irish Republican Army and have been 
stolen. 

Mr, Hannan—1 am administering the law, 
and I will consider nothing but the law. 

The defendant—I am indifferent whether 
you go on or not. 

Detective Leonard was called, and, in evi- 
dence, said that on the 19th June last, when 
he received a report of the larceny of a 
handbag from 93 Cork street, Dublin, he 
went to the house where the defendant lived 
with his mother and sister. During a 
search of the house he found a Colt and a 
Parabellum revolver under some cushions on 
a couch in the kitchen. Dempsey was not 
at home at the time; and he took the re- 
volvers to the Newmarket Guards Station. 

Later on that day he returned to the house 
with another Guard, and on a further search 
‘discovered the other weapons set out in the 
charge. The rifle was in a sack in the 
scullery.. All the weapons were in perfect 
working order. 

Detective Leonard said that he returned to 
the house on three occasions, but did not 
sée the accused man at any time. 

“Between 11 and 12 o'clock to-day,” con- 
tinued the witness, '“Í saw the accused at 
the Bridewell, and asked him if he had a 
certificate for the arms. He said he had 
not.”’ 

Dempsey—I did not need one—do not for- 
get that. 

Proceeding with his evidence, the detec- 


Dempsey said: “I take responsibility for 
that stuff. It is all my stuff.” He refused 
to sign this statement when asked to do so, 
but added :—‘‘ As far as I am concerned, all 
that stuff has been stolen froma my place.” 

“And by you,” interjected the prisoner 
from the dock 

Mr. Hannan again impressed on the pri- 
soner the seriousness of the charge, and 
asked him to consider seriously the advisa- 
bility of getting legal advice. 

Dempsey—What defence could I put up 
when I claim to have the right to have the 
arms? It would be absolutely ridiculous for 
me. 

The testimony of Detective Mordaunt was 
that between 10 and 11 o'clock yesterday 
morning, while on duty in Lower Gardiner 
street, Dublin, he saw the defendant and 
approached him. Dempsey, on being told 
that he was to be arrested for an offence 
under the Firearms Act asked him for his 
warrant, and was told that one was not 
necessary, and was then taken to Store street 
barracks and afterwards to the Bridewell. 

The defendant repeated to the Court that 
he had a right to the arms... He would 
not offer any statement, he said, éxcept to 
declare that he was entitled to the arms 
until his country was free.

ASSESSMENT OF A 
MONASTERY.

VALUATION COMMISSIONERS' 


APPEAL. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTIDE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


The Commissioners of Valuation appealed 
from a decision of Circuit Court Judge 
McElligott: in favour of the Rev. Barnabas 
McGahan and the Rev. Declan Ryan, of the 
Franciscan Monastery, Killarney, that the 
land, buildings and premises forming part of 
the monastery were exclusively used for 
educational .purposes, which were charitable 
within the meaning of the Valuation 
(Ireland) Acts, 1852 and 1854, and that they 
were used éxclusively for the education of 
the poor, and were entitled to exemption 
from assessment and from the payment of 
rates. . 

The arguments having concluded, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan gave judgment... He 
had, he said, with regret, to come to the 
cohclision that the decision of the Circuit 
Judge was erroneous and could not stand. 
The building was used for the training of 
novices, from whom no contribution or 
charge wads taken, and it appeared that 
novices were accepted from the well-to-do 
classes as well as the poorer classes without 
distinction regarding numbers from these 
classes. ' 

He did not think that there was any 
ambiguity about the phrase “education of 
the poor.” It was not suggested here that 
the persons who were about to enter the 
Franciscan Monastery must be ss who 
were suffering from financial inability to pay 


for their education, but it was suggested 


that, as it was a condition to entering the 
Franciscan Ordet that the applicant should 
give up all his worldly goods and would be 
received into ble age only on this condi- 
tion, the applicant became a r person, 
and, as hé ini educated in that institution’ 
it was an institution for the education of the 
poor. He could not accept that as a con- 
struction of the judgment of Chief Justice 
Falles in the Alexandra College case Shao 
and others v. Commissionets of Valuation, 
K.B.D., 1914), It seemed to him that the 
ex on “education of the poor ” was not 
applicable to, and did not describe, the 
clucetion of people drawn from every rank 
it life, who, as a condition ‘to entering a 


religious order, agreed to a vow of poverty. 
Dealing with the suggestion that the land, 
buildings and premises forming part of the 
monastery were exempt on the ground that 
they were used for religious putposes, Mr. 
Justice Sullivan referred to“the case of Dore 
v, Valuation Commissioners (K.B.D., 1913),

Excess Stock and Bonus Stock, annuity 
and annual payment “£134,500, The 
annuity represents about 12 per cent. of 
the service of the Excess Steck and Bonus 
Stock (about £30,000,000) attributable to 
the Irish Free State. 

Local Loans Fund and annual payments 
£600,000, with twenty years to run from 
1926. Loans outstanding in the Trish Free 
State. .on 3ist March, - 1926, were 
£10,343,000. 

Works annuities—(1) Telegraph Acts, 
annual payment £15,850, diminishing te 
£1.000 in 1937 and running until 1942. The 
capital debt on lst April, 1952, was 
£281.006, of which about £69,000 is stil! 
outstanding. 

(2) ‘Fublic Offices Site (Dublin) Act, 
1903, annual payment £13,200, running 


‘until 1933.. The original capital advanced 


was £225,000, and will be. completely re- 
paid by the final nos in 1935. 
. (3) Railways (Ireland) Act. 1896, and 
Marine Works (Ireland) Act, 1902, annual 
payment £6.080 . (diminishing). runni 
until 1950. The original capital advanced. 
was £552,000, of which £28,108 is outstand- 
ing. 
Ar. Thomas stated that it was not 
possible to give corresponding particulars 
of the duration of the repayments in re- 
spect of judicial, civil and Royal Irish 
Constabulary pensions, which depend on 
the survival of the pensioners.

(local time) yesterday, on the first stage 
of their journey Which will bring them to 
Ireland, where they will refuel before 
flying across Europe. Both belong to the 
U.S. Army Reserye.’ Griffin was born in 
Oklahoma thirty-six year& ago; Mattern, 
who comes from North Texas, is twenty- 
seven. They are flying a large monoplane, 
with 550 h.p. super-chatged engine, and 
extra petrol -tanks to give them a long 
range. Its number is N R 869... The 
fuselage is blue and the wings red and 
white, 

Before their departure they said that the 
reason for making the flight was that they 
had “* nothing else to do, and thought they 
would attempt to lower the ‘ record’ of 
eight and a half days for a round-the-world 
flight set up last year by Harold Gatty 
and Wiley Post in a Bellanca monoplane. ’”’

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KAYE DON'S WATER 
SPEED TRIALS. 


MISS ENGLAND III. 
UNSATISFACTORY. 


The first trials on Loch Lomond yester- 
day of the forty-thousand-pounds’ craft, 
Miss England UL, with which Mr. Kaye 
Don hopes to win back the speed record 
on water from America, did not run se 
smoothly as was hoped. 

‘Mr. Kaye Don took the boat out in the 
morning, and when she was doing sixty 
miles an hour the pilot had to ease the 
throttle owing to the approach of a large 
steamer. Miss England 111. struck the 
steamer's wash violently, and plunged 
and rose a good deal. When. she was 
started again there was a repetition of the 
bumping and dipping. Experts dashed out 
in speed boats and brought her back to 
the boat-house. 

Mr. Kave Don and his experts came to 
the conclusion that: the boat’s extraor- 
dinary display of “ hunting ” must have 
been due to the weight distribution. 

After Miss England III. had been fitted 
with lead weights in her bows, and various 
adjustments had been made, Mr. Kaye 
Don took out the boat again for a further 
trial, while experts on the shore watched 
anxiously. “; 

Por a minute or two it wat thought that 
‘Miss England was to ridé gracefully on 
the top of the water, but, when the speed 
-had gone beyond the mile a minute, her 
bows. rose sharply out of the water to 
thud back again in a seeond. 

While she covered the measured mile 
the “ porpoising ’’ was very distinct. At 
times it looked almost dangerous, and the 
pilot and mechanic were bumped forward 
violently at every up-and-down movement. 
After another short burst, during which 


the boat was bronght back to the slip- 
ways, where a further conference of ex- 
perts was held. 

Kaye Don went out a third time on Loch 
Lomond last night with Miss England ITT., 
but experienced the same kind of trouble 
as before, adjustments having to be made 
whith will occupy two days and two 
nights, but the boat is expected to. be 
ready for trials on Friday and. the 
“ record '’ attempt made on Saturday.

FINANCE BILL MOVES 
SLOWLY.

IE threat oí a seventeen-hours' sitting 
threw deputies into a state of con- 
sternation when tha Dail met yesterday— 
but. it proved to be a false alarm; for 
the Government having carried a motion 
to keep the House in session until & 


in discussion a valuable hour and three- 
quarters of parliamentary time, permitted 
deputies to leave the scene of their labours 
last uight at the normal hour of 10.30. 

All-night sittings of the Dail are some- 
thing rare. Consequently the Oppoition, 
though not surprised, in view of the mass 
of business which is entailed by the 
Goyernment’s heavily-burdened —nro- 
gramme. and the imminent departure of 
three Ministers for Ottawa, were both 
dismayed and angry when the President. 
immediately after question-time, an- 
nouncel his intention to keep them sit- 
ting until 8 o'clock in the morning, in 
order to force through the Committee stage 
of the Finance Bill, with its 170 amend- 
ments still to be dealt with. 

This was just after 3.30. and until 5.15 
the Opposition were engaged in telling 
the Government what they thought of the 
idea. Indeed, they would have been pre- 
pared. probably to go on until 8 o'clock 
in the morning: doing so, without bother- 
ing about the Finance Bill, had not their 
remarks been suddenly cut short by the 
passage of a closure motion. 


“TRIFLING WITH THE 
HOUSE.” 


Mr. Cosgrave, who opened for the Op- 
position, was caustic about the reasons 
for the difficulties in which the Govern- 
ment found themselves in disposing of 
their business, and made the conjecture 
that the Government itself was not in a 
position te say what it wanted done, be. 
‘cause it had not got all its measures 
ready. 

Now that they had got themselves into 
difficulties, the Government were “ trifling 
with the House,” in order to “‘ let loose 
upon America three of their Ministers."’
